Its forlificax 
tioBB were weaker than these of Vorktown 
nnd Williamsburg, nnd it seemed, therefore, 
foolish to attempt a stand. The writer 
adds that thin is aot all The lending men 
of the South — all of whom have been at 
Riohmond within n few days past— are oon. 
viaced that the attempt to form a Southeru 
Confederacy;is hopeless, and, it in said, will 
now abandon that attempt. The following 
aro some of thn rennons which have led 
them to this oooolusioa: 

1. Beoause the ezperienee of thn pant 
year has shown that although thny wets 
Buooeseful in n few of the first battlts — as 

Bull Rua, Belmont and Ball’s Bluff ynt

DESPAIRTNQOF RICHMOND 
[From the Charleston M crenry, May 15. j 

The fate of the capital, though still a 
mystery to us, is probably fixed before these 
words oan meet the eyes of onr readers. 
The telegraph yesterday brought no tidings 
from Riohmond, and we have nothing later 
than the brief dispatch, dated Tuesday 
night, announning that the enemy’s gun- 
boats had ascended the James river as far 
as City Point. The sabsequent silenoe 
may have been aooidental, bat it looks 
ominous. We fear we shall havs the same 
story of New Orleans over again, and that 
we have lost, through imbeoility, sloth and 
delay, what the grand army of MoClallan 
oould never have won. Bat we will hope 
for the best. 

City Point, the hvad of deep water nav- 
igation on the James river, is nearly thirty 
miles below Richmond. For the past fort- 
night the work of obslruoting the ohannel 
at a point some miles higher up has been 
vigorously going on. Upon the effioaey of 
the obstruotions rests the safety of the oity; 
and before this, we presume, that effioaoy 
has been put to the test. 

The fall ef Richmond would, indeed, be a 
heavy blow. It is difficult to estimate the 
vast quantities of stores and public works 
whiot must be destroyed or abandoned in 
the event of saoh a disaster. The capture 
of the seat of government weald sadly shake 
the oonfidenoe of Europe in our ability to 
aohieve our independenee. We see it stated 
that the UBoffioial advioe given in a friendly 
spirit to gentlemen of high position by Count 
Meroier, daring his late visit, was never to 
rurrender the oapilal. 

But, happily, the wealth and the strength 
of this oonfederaoy do not reeide in its 
oities We have oeased to hope for en’* 
oonragement or aid from the powers of Eu- 
rope; and the rebels of to-day, relying only 
npon themselves, will yet show to the world 
that their spirit cannot be broken by re- 
verses, and that they arc no degenerate 
■OBS of their fathers — the rebels of onr first 
Revolution. 

Ten Hissisaippi Flotilla. — An sztraol 
from e private letter of Commodore Foole, 
dated Cleveland, is published, in which he 
remarks:

suoh f xeoutien has been levied, it gives the 
plaimiff a lien upon the property mas lev- 
ied on, which levy is to bs indorsed on the 
second execution by the olerk. Now, is 
there any “ttaying” of the exeontion in thie 
operation? None; for the Sheriff may pro- 
ceed at onoo to advertise under the new ex- 
ecution, and sell the property levied on by 
the former execution There is no direo 
tion or command in the aot to the Bhsriff; 
nothing to prohibit or restrain him froin 
proceeding at onoe to levy any exeoution 
issued, returnable to the first Monday 
in Maroh, 1863 He may or may not in- 
dnlge the defendaet till or near the return 
day of the e^peoation. Nor oould he be 
made liable for levying the very day the 
exeoalion oame to hie bands, advertising 
and selling as heretofore. Therefore, it is 
not embraoed in the Revised Statutes, Ar- 
liele 7th, Chapter 1st; ‘’Where aa execution 
has keen levied and then replevied, or the 
wnt hsR been stayed by injuoiien, appeal, 
or writ of error, or ether legal prooseding, 
or by order of the plaintiff, the sheriff shall 
have half oommission ” See Stanton’s R 8., 
page 622 When ffin execution has been 
levied and the event takts plaae, to canso 
its retarn, so that a new one may issue, the 
old^ one hae seourei the lien' and levy, 
which, by the indorsement of the olerk,' 
peases to the seoond or new exeoution; 
for the -aot expresely deolares “that 
any and all liens and levies that may 
exist at the retarn of the execution 
shall remain and oontinne in favor of the 
plaintiff on the eabsequeat exsoutions that 
may issue thereon, and said liens shall be 
indorsed on the first exeontion by the sher- 
iff and copied by the olerk on the seoond 
execution ihaimry issue.” 

Now, where is thers any “stay” or ob. 
struotion of the exeoution? The sheriff 
does not have to make ano:her levy of said 
execution; it ia oopied by the olerk upon 
the new exeoution; the levy has not boon 
“smid” or obsirnoted. Ii carries all its 
efiiosoy and vitality from the old to the new 
exeontion, and all tho shcr.fi has to do to 
make the moaey it to advortiae and sell tha 
property. Let me illnstrate thie principle 
Aa exeontion was issued on the 14.h day of 
last moeth upon a replevin bond and the 
same day the sheriff levied it. The aot 
under oonsideration was approved 15Gi 
of March. Oz the 16.h of Maroh tke 
surety in the bond ooneenis, as the aot re- 
quires, that the exeoution be retorned and 
a new one issued, returnabls to first Mon- 
day in Mareb, 1863. Oae is issued; the 
levy or lien on the former exeoution is 
oopisd by ths olerk on ths new or seoond 
exsouGon. Does the sheriff have to make 
a new levy? No, he sells nndsr his former 
levy; therefore no “stay,” no obstrueden, 
no delay, no taking the debt out of the 
. hands of the sheriff so as to oanse him not 
to be paid for his former tronble, no ad- 
Iditional labor or respensibillty thrown 
upon him by the obange of cneontion. flee 
how it will work when the exeontion wee 
reple fined The sheriff gets 2^ cents half 
oommission, when returned 2^ oents more, 
when he oolleots tha money 6 per oent., 
msklng, in all, ten per oent. oommission on 
the same debt. Tho opiaion I think ar- 
roneous, as well as dangarons.

1861. On the 12th dnj of April, 1861, the 
insargents oommUted the flagrant aot of 
oivil war, by the bombardment and oap- 
tore of Fort Sumpter, which out off the hope 
of immediate oonoiliation. Immediately 
afterwards all the roads and aYennes to this 
oity were obslrncted, and the Capital 
put into a oondiiion of a eiege The 
mails in STery direction were stopped, and 
the lines of telegraph out also, by the in- 
surgents, and|ihe military and,naYal foroee, 
which had been oalled out by the (lloTern- 
ment for the defenee of Washington, were 
prevented from reaching the oity by organ- 
ized and oombined treasonable reeistanoein 
the State of Maryland. There was ao ad- 
equate and effeotive organization for the 
public defense. Congress had indefinitely 
adjourned. There was no time to convene 
it. It beoame neoeesary for me to ohooee 
whether, nsing only the existing means, 
agenoiee and prooeeaee whioh Congrese had 
provided, 1 ahoold let the Government fall 
into rain, or whether, availing myself 
of tho broader pewers oonierred by the 
Constilution, in case of ineuneotiene, 
I would make an eflort to save it with all 
Its bleeeingi for the present age and for 
posterity. I thtreapon sammoned my con- 
stitutional advisera, the heads of the de- 
partments, to meet on Sunday, the 20ih day 
of April, 1861, at the offioe of the Navy 
Urpartment, and then and there, with their 
uuauimons ooncnrrence, 1 directed that an 
aimed revenue cutter should proceed to eea 
to afford protection to the oommeroial ma- 
rine, espeoially to the California treasure 
ehipa then on iheir way to this coast. I 
also direoted the oommandant of the 
Navy Yard at Doaton to purohaee or char- 
ter and arm, as quickly as possible, five 
steamships for purposes of public defense 
I directed the Commandant at the Navy 
Yard at Philadelphia to purchase or charter 
an equal number for the eaiie purpose. I 
direoted the Commandant at New York to 
purohaee or charter aad arm an equal num- 
ber. I directed Commandant Giles to pur- 
chase or oharter and arm and pal 
to sea two other vessels. Similar dlrec> 
tions were given to Commander Dupont, 
with a view to tbe opening of pas- 
sages by water lo and from the Capital
